Ihe  whole  of  the  district*,  with  the  exception  of  the  Hall*,  Farm  and 
Cottages  on  the  Burloes  Estate*,  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  chalk*,  by 
the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  by  a  piped  supply  of  excellent  quality*  The 
houses  at  Burloes  are  supplied  by  a  private  piped  supply ,  also  of 
excellent  quality* 

Again,  as  in  previous  years,  water  was  carted  to  the  premises  in  the 
Eagle  Tavern  area,  pending  the  laying  and  connecting  up  of  the  piped  supply* 

^ith  the  exception  of  the  houses  mentioned  above,  all  the  other 
houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  with  water  direct  from  the  mains  to 
the  houses* 


The  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  reported  on  Bacteriological  and  Chemical 
examinations  of  the  water  during  the  year*  215  Bacteriological  and  15 
^hemical  samples  of  water  were  examined  and  all  conformed  to  the  standards 
of  purity  considered  suitable  for  public  supply* 


'^he  supply  to  domestic  and  other  premises  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year* 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Negotiations  with  regard  to  the  discharge  of  Trade  Effluents  from 
Industrial  Works  were  continued  between  the  firms  concerned  and  the 
Consulting  Engineers* 


The  Consulting  Engineers  were  instructed  to  prepare  a  draft  scheme 
for  the  provision  of  a  new  Sewage  Lisposal  Works  and  this  is  awaited  for 
submission  to  the  Minister* 

Sixty  two  new  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  were  connected  to 
the  sewage  system  during  the  year* 

There  are  thirty -nine  houses  in  the  district  which  have  cesspool  or 
septic  tank  drainage*  Cesspools  are  emptied  once  a  year  by  the  Council 
free  of  charge,  and  a  machine  for  this  purpose  was  purchased  during  the 
year* 
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The  agreement  for  use  of  land  at  the  Pond  for  irrigation  beds  was  not 
renewed  by  the  farmer  and  the  Council  were  forbidden  entry  onto  this  Xand0 
This  has  given  rise  to  flooding  of  land  adjacent  and  consequent  complaints. 
Since  entry  is  forbidden  no  remedial  measures  can  be  carried  out0 

The  offending  trade  effluent  which  prevented  proper  use  of  the 
irrigation  beds  has  been  largely  cleared  of  solids  at  the  factory  and  this 
has  improved  matters  although  only  one  bed  was  able  to  be  dried*  This  has 
been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  refilled  to  test  drainage  time* 

The  sludge  beds  were  completely  reconstructed  with  a  proper  drainage 
system  and  sand  surface ,  and  a  great  improvement  in  sludge  drying  has  been 
noticed* 


Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal 

The  cost  of  refuse  removal  and  disposal  for  the  year  amounted  to 
£4»822c 0 s* 0 d*  (net). 

A  once  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the  year* 
the  refuse  collectors  working  on  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  which  proved  the 
work  could  be  done  well  within  the  week,  although  owing  to  the  increasing 
number  of  bins  brought  into  use  some  changes  my  have  to  be  made  in  the 
near  future* 

The  search  for  a  new  site  for  a  tip  was  unsuccessful  and  tipping 
continued  on  the  existing  site* 


Maintenance  of  the  tip  was  continued  and  advantage  taken  to  seal  the 
tipping  area  whenever  covering  material  was  available*  Treatment  by 
spraying  with  insecticide  was  carried  out  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  flies* 


Regular  baiting  and  poisoning  treatment  against  rat  infestation  was 
carried  out  during  the  year* 

Rodent  Control

Total  notifications  of  acute  infectious  diseases  received  during  the 
year  (after  correction)  numbered 3-  Measles  4  and  TMiooping  Cough  4® 

There  was  no  other  report  of  serious  infectious  disease  in  the 
district  during  the  year® 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Aginst  smallpox,  efforts  continue  directed  towards  securing  primary 
vaccination  of  infants  during  the  second  year  of  life*  the  recently 
revised  policy  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health®  The  changeover 
from  the  previously  recommended  first  year  of  life  apparently  caused  for 
some  time  a  considerable  drop  in  primary  vaccination  figures  in  North 
Herts®*  followed  by  improvement  in  mid  1964©  Figures  for  the  mid  quarters 
of  1964  showed  an  acceptance  rate  of  over  for  the  second  year  age® 

Such  rate  is  of  course  much  below  that  for  children  accepting  oral 
anti-poliomye litis  vaccine  or  TRIPLE  vaccine*  both  offered  in  the  first 
year  of  life® 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria «  whooping  cough a  and  tetanus 
continued  unchanged  in  the  form  of  three  separate  injections  of  TRIPLE 
vaccine  from  the  age  of  three  months®  An  additional  (fourth)  'booster* 
dose  is  delayed  to  around  18  months®  Total  returns  show  an  acceptance 
rate  well  above  eighty  per  cent®  An  additional  booster  dose  is  offered 
at  the  age  of  infant  school  entry  omitting  the  whooping  cough  fraction* 
which  when  repeated  at  this  long  interval  is  found  to  cause  occasional 
reactions® 

Oral  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis 0  sandwiched  in  time  between  the 
third  and  fourth  doses  of  the  triple  vaccine  course*  continues  to  have  an 
equally  high  acceptance  rate®  A  'booster*  dose  is  offered  of  such  oral 
vaccine  around  time  of  infant  school  entry®
